Main«t.y of the-Native* 


In Ce\lon, we claim that the coconut 


tree is the most useful tree in the 
world, states a correspondent In Pear- 
son's Weekly 
The coconut palm has 


been established in the Island for hun- 
dreds of j ears Each palm yields from 
40 to 100 nuts a year for 70 or SO yean 
Copra come* from the dried kernel, and 
Is exported In large quantities for the 
manufacture of margarine and goap, 
etc, and desiccated coconut, coconut 
oil, and coir fiber, made from the hnsk» 
of the nuts, are also ex-ported 


But to the Cejlon villager, his coco- 


nnt trees are not merelj his source of 
income, but his mainstay 


With the wood he builds his hut, an3 


hig fishine boat is a trunk hollowed out 
His simple furniture Is made from the 
same *ooa, and his drinking cup Is a 
coconut shell His lamp Is a shell filled 
with coconut oil. the rant on which he 
sleeps, his broom and his ropes are 
made of coir fiber. 


The fresh Juice of the young nnts 


forms Jils drink, and the soft kernel 
gives him a staple dish; It's a dell- 
clous, jellj like substance. 


Grated coconut ekes out his meal of 


rice, and from the coconut flowers are 
made arrack and toddv. potent Spirits, 
much appreciated at Milage festivals 
aggery, a kind of brnwn sugar, Is 
made from the JUJCP of the trunk. The 
eautiful cream colored blossom, and 


the tender joung leaves are used in 
every form of decoration ID this land 
of sunshine.
